Columbus, O., Aug. 31.—Intense in­ 
terest is manifested throughout 
the 
state in the outcome of the special 
election to be 
held 
next 
Tuesday, 
when 
the 
voters of the common­ 
wealth will be given an opportunity 
to deckle the fate of 
the 
forty-two 
important amendments to the state 
constitution provisionally adopted by 
the recent constitutional convention. 
Although personal interests and par­ 
ty politics are not paramount in the 
coming election as they are in reg­ 
ular elections at which candidates for 
various public offices are voted for, 
the campaign, now practically ended, 
was unusually spirited. Some of the 
amendments, although quite import­ 
ant from a juridical point of view, 
did not evoke any 
material contro­ 
versy, while others, like the woman’s 
suffrage amendment, the license ques­ 
tion and the proposition in regard to 
the initiative aud 
referendum 
were 
made the subjects of lively contro­ 
versies. 
Under the provisions 
of 
the law 
only registered voters will be entitled 
to vote at the election 
on 
Tuesday 
next. This will probably reduce the 
number of votes that will be cast, but 
will not materially affect the result 
of the election. This is due to the fact 
that the law governing 
the coming 
election was framed with a view of 
making it easier to change the con­ 
stitution. At 
former 
constitutional 
elections it was necessary for a ma­ 
jority of all the voters taking part 
in the election to vote in favor of an 
amendment to secure its adoption; at 
the 
coming 
election, 
however, 
an 
amendment will be considered adopt­ 
ed if a majority of the voters voting 
on it should vote in its favor. 
The ballots to be used at the com­ 
ing election are one yard long and 
ten inches wide. One column con­ 
tains the list of 
forty-one 
of 
the 
amendments to be voted on, while 
the proposition regarding the liquor 
license occupies a place T>y itself in 
the second column. There will be no 
straight ’ 
ballots. 
Every 
proposal 
stands on its own merits and must 
be voted for or against separately by- 
placing an X in the space designat­ 
ed for it. The work of counting the 
votes will be quite difficult and com­ 
plicated and will occupy con>iderable 
time. 
lf all the 
amendments 
proposed 
should be adopted by the vote of the 
people, Ohio would obtain a practi­ 
cally 
new 
constitution 
embodying 
some of the most radical and pro­ 
gressive ideas advocated by politi­ 
cal reformers in any part of the coun­ 
try. Among the most important feat­ 
ures proposed are the following: 
Legislation may be secured and the 
constitution amended by the initia­ 
tive and referendum. 
Five of 
the 
six 
supreme 
court 
judges must concur to set aside a 
law as unconstitutional. 
Women are given the right to vote. 
All candidates for 
state 
officers 
are to be nominated 
by 
primaries. 
United States senators 
are 
to 
be 
nominated by the people, and a pres­ 
idential preference vote is to be tak­ 
en. 


All appointive state positions are 
put under civil service rules. 
The legislature is authorized to re­ 
move any state 
officers, 
including 
judges, upon complaint and hearing, 
for misconduct in 
office 
involving 
moral turpitude. 
The legislature is authorized to reg 
ulate the issue and sale of corpora­ 
tion stock. 


Incomes, 
inheritances, 
franchises 
and minerals in suit are to be taxed. 
The legislature is authorized to reg­ 
ulate billboard advertising. 
The Torrens system of land trans­ 
fer is to be adopted. 
Appeal litigation is to be restrict­ 
ed, except in felony cases there may 
he but one trial and one review. 
Jurors need not agree unanimous-- 
ly in civil suits. 
Capital punishment is to be abol­ 
ished. 


Cities and villages are 
given 
the 
right to frame their own charters, 
own and regulate their own public 


u t i l i t i e s 
a m i 
to adopt by ordinance 
such local police, sanitary and other 
similar regulations, not 
in conflict 
with general laws, as they may deem 
necessary. 
Prison contract 
labor 
is 
to 
be 
abolished. 
I he legislators is authorized to pass 
lav's tor the welfare and protection 
of employees and for the compensa­ 
tion of workers for injuries received.

I he Duke of Connaught, the gover­ 
nor-general, will cover the first sec­ 
tion of the extensive itinerary map­ 
ped out for his travels over the Ca­ 
nadian west.
